Iam truly sorry for 
their benighted condition. 

Whence did Christianity originate? 
The answer is so self-evident and sim- 
ple that 16 is surprising that any one, 
conversant with the established facta, 
could come to any other conclasion than 
the right one. Christianity is an off 
shoot of the Judaism of the first cen- 
tury, with sundry Grecian and Roman 
modifications and accretions. Primi- 
tive Christianity was just what its 
earliest literature shows it to have 
been—its true origin, зо far as its gen- 
erals are concerned, (the details are not 
all reliable), is narrated in the New 
Testament. It was founded by a Jew- 
ish peasant named Jesus, who claimed 
to be the Messiah or Christ, and in con- 
sequence was executed for alleged se- 
dition. His disciples, Jews all, after 
his death continued to proclaim his 
Messiahship, coupled with the predic- 
tion of his speedy reappearance on 
earth to establish the Messianic king 
dom. So far it remained а petty Jew- 
ish sect; but a great man, Panl, being 
converted to the new faith, revolution- 
ized it. He broke down the barriers of 
circumscribed Judaism, and made 
Christianity a universal religion, exalt- 
ing Jesus from the position of the loca’ 
Jewish Messiah to that of the Savior of 
the world. Through the efforts of Paul 
and his coadjutors Chrietianity spread 
throughout the Greco Roman world, 
and, as a necessary result, it attached 
to itself elements of Paganism more and 
more as time went on. Very little, if 
anythiog of an Oriental character be 
came a part of orthodox Christianity. 
Among the heretical and seml-Christian 
sects, the  Manichzans, Montanists, 
Gnostics, etc., were elements affinitized 
to those of some of the Oriental faiths; 
but it is not decided yet how much of 
these was borrowed from the Orient, 
and how much was of indigenous 
growth. Во far as primitive Christian- 
ity and the later orthodox Christianity 
are involved, they may be said to start 
outside of Oriental influences, almost 
or quite wholly. The Greco-Alexan- 
drian philosophy, and the observances 
and customs of the Roman Empire, 
were the two principal agents in the 
modification of primitive Christianity 
into the orthodox Catholic Church. In 
dia, Persia, Egypt proper, all exercised 
little or no influence upon the expand- 
ing faith. 

It is certain that Christianity did not 
originate in any form of Paganism or 
heathenism so-called, but was, in its In- 
сіріепсе, a purely Jewish development. 
Even the root, the foundation, of mod- 
ern Orthodoxy was Jadaistic. The cen- 
tral principle of Christianity is the 
Messlahship, or Christhood, of Jesue, 
and this was an exclusively Jewish con- 
ception originally. The doctrines 
taught by Jesus were essentially, not 
to say exclusively, Jewish, so far as his 
derivation of them was concerned. They 
are all found in previous and contem- 
porary Jewish literature. Everything 
attribated to Jesus in the synoptic Gos- 
pels, parallel with the gaylugs of heath- 
en writers, ів paralleled inthe sayings 
and writings of his own countrymen,the 
Jews. Jesus evidently knew nothing 
of heathen literature or philosophy. It 
ia well known that the first Christians, 

(using the term afterwards applled to 
them In the Gentile world), the twelve 
apostles and their converts, the original 
primitive Christians, were atrict Jews, 
observers of the Mosaic ritual; and dif- 
fered in no respect from other Jews, 
except in their acceptance of Jesus as 


the Messiah and their belief in hig 
speedy re appearance on earth to es- 
tablish his Messianic kingdom. To be 
sure, after the new cultus had been disg- 
seminated in Gentile lands, with itg 
Pauline modifications, it gradually at- 
tracted to Itself, as before stated, Pagan 
accretions, culminating in the large 
absorption of heathen elements under 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy. But it 
is the accretions, the modifications, of 
Christianity which are Pagan—not its 
fundamental basis, which is purely 
Jewish. 

Certainly, also, the strict Monotheism 
of Christianity was not derived from 
Paganism, but from Judaism. Of all 
the peoples of the ancient world, the 
Jews were the only one that ever at- 
tained to the exalted conceptions of а 
pure monotheism, the existence of one 
God, entirely dissociated from any mi- 
nor gods and goddesses. Other nations 
had their one chief god, but every one 
of them had associated with him a num- 
ber of subordinate gods; as in Zoroas- 
terianism,Brahmaniam,and thereligions 
of Egypt, Greece, Rome, Assyria, Baby- 
lonia, China, etc. Nowhere on earth 
save In Jadea, in its later religious de- 
velopment, did the dogma of one God 
alone, and the absolute non existence 
of all other gods, become established; 
and from Jadaism did Christianity in- 
herit this. The doctrine of the absolute 
holiness of the Deity and the require- 
ments of this Deity that his children be 
pure and holy—the union of the highest 
ethics with the purest Monotheism— 
were derived by the Christian faith 
from her mother Judalem. The com- 
munion service, or eucharist, had its 
origin in an incident at Jesus’ last sup- 
per in Jerusalem, though it is possible 
that its Institution as a sacrament may 
have been suggested by a Mithraic or 
other heathen rite. Baptism was de- 
tived by Christianity from John the 
Baptist, a Jew, of whom Jesus seems to 
have been a disciple till the death of 
John. Preaching and sermonizing, a 
distinctively Christian practice, sprang 
from the Synagogue services of Jadea. 
Christian prayer ів descended, іп a dl- 
rect line, from the use of prayer by 
Jesus and his Jewish contemporaries. 
The doctrine of the vicarious atonement 
of Jesus had its origin in the sacrificial 
system of the Jews. Paul,a Jew, laid 
the foundations of this dogma, basing 
It on the Jewish animal sacrifices; and 
the later pseudo Pauline epistles, with 
subsequent leaders in the Church, ex- 
panded the nascent Pauline dogma un- 
til It assumed its modern proportions, 
The doctrine of the existence and action 
of the Holy Ghost was Jewish in its 
origin. The Millennium was a Jewish- 
Christian dogma, being found at length 
In the Book of Revelation, an Intensely 
partizan work of an intolerant Jew- 
Christian. The speedy end of the world, 
the resurrection; the jadgment day, 
the reward of the righteous In heaven, 
and the punishment of the wicked In 
hell, were all derived by Christianity 
from Judalsm, as well as the dogma of 
tha existence of a personal devil. Some 
of these doctrines may have been de- 
rived by the Jews from the Persians 
daring the Bab) lonlan captivity, such 
ав those concerning resurrection, Sa- 
tan, heaven, hell, etc.; but this is not a 
settled fact ав yet.

The Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost were all recognized in early 
Jewish Caristianity—the Son as & man 
Chosen of the Father as the Messish, 
and tke Holy Ghost as an inZaence from 
the Father. By a natural process cf 
theologie evolation,in due time these 
three became hypostasired into the tri- 
une personality cf the Nicene Creed. 

I:is thus seen that nearly all the dis- 

tinctive features of Christianity are 
Jewish in origin. That Messishship of 
Jesus, kis ethics and theology, the unity 
and holiness of God. vicarious atoae- 
ment, baptism, the Lord's supper, the 
resurrection, the jadg ment дау heaven, 
bell, Satan, prayer sad preaching, faith, 
regeneration, salvation, the Holy Ghost, 
the millenium — essentia! bases of 
Christianiry—all ksd their origin in 
first century Jadsism; while even tke 
deity of Caris: and tbe Trinity, non- 
Jewish аз they are, had their roots in 
the Jadaism of this century. There is 
truth in Renan's assertions that the 
Jewish prophets, Isaiah espec'ally, were 
the foanders of Christianity, Jesus lav- 
ing merely repeated the ideas and ide- 
als of those prophets. The eighth-ee1- 
tury prophets did largely anticipate 
the teachings of Jesus; and the gener 
al ethical import of the two bas mach 
in common. 

It bas been claimed that "everything 

in Christianity is of Egyptian origin," 
and that “the fables of India and Per 
sia were brought to Egypt and recast.” 
It is often stated, by superficial schol- 
ars and thinkers, that Christianity was 
largely derived from the philosophy of 
Alexandria in Egypt, and that the Alex- 
andrian philosophy was largely а pro- 
doct of Hindu genesis; ergo, Caristi- 
anity is of Indian origin toa great de- 
gree. It is probable that the Greco- 
Alexandrian philosophy considerably 
inüaeneed the development of Caris 
tian metaphysica in the early Christian 
centuries; bat the Egyptian or Indian 
origin of these specalations hss no 
valid support. Ra:ber are they purely 
Grecian. Le Page R2noaf, опе of our 
leading Ezyptologiste, in his “Hibtert 
Lectures” on the “The Religion of An- 
cient Egypt,” pp. 256-59, remarks as 
follows: “The existence of Egyptian 
elements In Hellenic religion and phi!- 
osophy das long since been dispro\- 
ed. 

The supposed travels of Pythagoras 
and other ancient philosophers to East- 
era climes—Chaldea, Persia, India, and 
Egypt—are fabulous inventions. The 
Importance of Alexandria аз a medium 
ef exchange of ideas between the East 
егп and Western worlds must also be 
considered as exploded. * * * The 
most accurate analysis of the Alexan- 
drian philosophy has not succeeded in 
dlecovering a single element in it which 
requires to be referred to an Oriental 


Western world, still less was it the 
channel of learning from the farther 
East. П is an error to suppose that 
Alexardris wee oa the chief line of 
табе between Earove and Asia. Dar- 


ing the whole period which followed | 


the foundation of Alexandria down to 
the Roman times, there was ro direct 
communication between this city and 
the distant East. Indian trs? was in 
the hands of the seafaring Arabs of the 
Persian Galf, the Galf of Oman, and the 
Gulf of Akaba.

Ans.—We have no doabt that all In- 
dividuals are mediumistic, and possess 
the nature that, under certain condl- 
tlons and Influences, may be unfolded 
sufficiently to »ring them in conscious 
rapport with the spirit world, but many 
pass through the mortallife without 
becoming conscious of their attributes 
in this direction, owing, perhaps, toa 
lack of opportunities and of encour- 
agement, as well as magnetic forces 
and associations, to bring the medium- 
istic qualities under a stimulous that 
shall operate upon them for develop- 
ment. Some are more thoroughly me- 
diamiatio than others. The peculiar 
property of mediumship is of a mag- 
netic character; it la the possession of 
a force, if we may so employ the term, 
which operates within the individual 
organism and exercises a power upon 
the spiritaal perceptions to that extent 
that they may be brought into воојес- 
tion on the one hand, to spiritual Intel- 
ligences who approach the organism, 
or on the other, be brought en rapport 
with the spirit world, and made recep- 
tive to Ita Influence and condition. This 
magnetic force is generated by the in- 
dividual; with some It Is so thorougaly 
utilized in the various duties and avo: 
cations of life that but little remains 
for the use of mediumistic faculties, 
or for the benefit of spirit attendants, 
who may approach and desire to mani- 
fest their presence. With other indi- 
vidaals the magnetic aura із not so 
rapidly and fully exhausted by the 
functions and duties of physical life, 
and a sufficiency remains to be utilized 
by decarnated spirits, who employ it as 
an instrumentality in reaching earth 
life through the agency of the mortal 
medium. The nerve aura, or forces of 
а sensitive, becomes the distribating 
power by which, in many cases. spirit 
{ntelligences are seeking to transmit 
thelr thoughts through the medium to 
mundane life; and also in caes of phy- 
sical mediumship, this vital aura is con- 
nected with a certain electrical force 
that the medium called “physical” gen- 
erates, serving as the instrament 
through which tangible manifestations 
of spirit power are produced and given 
to the world.

I know, Mr. Chairman, that it is dang- 
erous for those who have pbysical 
mediumship to call spirita to their aid 
unless they know whom they are seek- 
ing, for many spirita who can give 
wonderfal manifestations of power are 
only such ag are unprincipled and disg- 
honest in their nature; they have never 
been elevated to в moral plane, even 
though they "died" and slipped away 
from thelr body of flesh. Зо it be- 
hooves every one to be very carefal 
whom he admits to his table or home 
from the spirit life, as he wouli be 
careful whom he admitted to his house- 
hold on the mortal side. I speak these 
few words because І see so much need 
of caution on the part of those who are 


here—on this side of life—and I am 
told that within the next few years 
there will be great danger on this very 
subject; it would be better that fewer 
mediums were developed than to open 
the doors to become the victims of 
those in spirit life, who make them 
their prey and their sport, and I hope 
their will be more attention called to 
this matter but, on the other hand, I am 
glad to say that I feel, as do those who 
are with me, that a great, good, strong

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We are a vare of the manifestation of 
remarkable molecalar energy in matter 
In a gaseous or liquid state; bat this 
moleca!sr energy depends entirely up- 
on the degree of its temperature. It is 
an absolute and unvarying law of mo- 
lecalar physica that the temperature 
of a body of matter is the moving pow- 
er of Its molecale& Reduce the tem- 
perature аза yoa reduce proportionally 
Its molecalar energy. At zero in the 
centigrade thermometer the molecales 
are in a state of rest. In the absence 
of the neceasary temperature they are 
vold of energy. Let it be borne in miad 
that all gases have two eesential char- 
acteristics. (1) "Their volume is in- 
versely proportional to the pressure to 
which they are exposed; and 2) tbeir 
vola ne is directly proportional to thelr 
absolute temperature.” This is neither 
theory nor speculation. It la an estab 
lished law of molecalar physica. It ls 
also an established law of molecular 
physice that all gases ander like condi- 
tions of temperature and preasare con- 
taln the same namber of molecales in 
the same volume. Althoagh there аге 
not less than one hundred and twenty- 
five septillions of atoma ina single ca- 
Ме inch of sach volame, yet the mole 
cules are so widely separated as to be 
beyond the sphere of each others’ Infa- 
ence. In neither liquids nor gases is 
there the slightest trace of a tendency 
to organic structure. Although the 
theatre of woaderful molecular phe 
nomena, the molecules are not the real 
actors; they are bat puppets, automa- 
tona. They can not even sapport thelr 
own welght, much lees sustain any 
longitudinal! or abearing stress. 

There are, perhaps. sixty five known 
elementary substances lu what we cali 
matter. The atoms composing each of 
these elementary substances have bat 
one definite and fixed weight They 
are the same, во far as science has been 
able to demoastrate, not only in oar 
world, bat in all worlds. Whatever is 
true of the atoms in one elementary 
substance lu oar world, is true of the 
atoms lu the same elementary substance 
under like conditions in all other 
worlds. They obey one uniform and 
persistent law, combining chemically 
with the atoms of otber elementary 
sabstances, according to thelr respec- 
tive weights, in definite and fixed pro- 
portions. This law is universal. Cbem- 
іса! combinations afford no solution for 
the organization of the simplest rudi- 
mentary living cell. Although formed 
oat of the same elementary substances. 
the living formals is radically diferent 
from the chemical formals. The mole- 
cules of ma‘ter which enter Into and 
are appropriated by living organisms 
In the vegetable and апіша! kingdoms, 
do not arrange themselves according to 
the laws which prevail in chemical com 
nations. And the higher we rise in 
the scale of organie Ife. the more mark- 
ed and significant is the departure 
The phenomenon of life manifesta Itself 
on oar planet throcgh organic matter, 
dat that this life la evolved out of the 
elementary substasces of inorganic 
matter, we do not believe, because you 
ean not evolve out of the elementary 
substances of Inorganic matter that 
which la not involved la them. 

All stomie and molecalar forces are 
an varying. perpe'ua', and aniversal In 
thelr operation. There can be no Indiv- 
sality or peculiarity in a single atom 
or molecule which is dot common to all 
the atoms and molecales composing 
thefr respective elementary substances 
im al] worlds. Hence they саз be said 
to have life only la the sense that they 
аге ва expression of the infaite lifa 


der a variety of combined inflaences 
operating simultaneously in the organ- 
1sation of the living germ. Tarough 
processes of cell formation, cell malt!- 
plication, and cell growth all living or- 
ganic forces are evolved. In the vege- 
table kingdom it la from the seed of its 
kind, and in the animal kingdom lt Is 
from the ancestral ¢gg—life from life— 
and without such conditions continalty 
of the vegetable and animal kirgdoms 


would cease. 
Materialiam, it seems to me, furriah- 


es no logical basis for а spiritual phi- 
loeophy. There сап be no logical basis 
for any system of philosophy predicat- 
ed upon any number of dependent 
causes. Ап infinite series of secondary 
сап зев, with no unconditional primary 
cause for their dependence, із a manl- 
fest and palpable fallacy. So the sup- 
position tbat all living forms in the 
vegetable and animal kingdoms calm!- 
nating In man, are the product, throogb 
an Infinite вегіее, of the primary mate- 
rial cell, is to suppose that so many 
successive secondary causes with no 
anconditioned primary cause for their 
support. Toe conditioned necessarily 
zresupposes the unconditioned. If the 
haman soul has no abaolate parental 
eource, no spiritual lineage; If It ls bat 
the chance spontaneous prodact of a 
material germ: if It is but an evolution 
through all succesalre orders of the an- 
imal kingdom; if, indeed, it shares а 
common origin with them,it mast share 
а common end. 

We do not look for continuity of life 
for our material bodies. We do not ex- 
pect them to survive dissolution. We 
realize that all organic bodles, because 
organic, are subject to disintegration. 
That ls a law of nature. In commo2 
with the animal kingdom we Inherit 
our mortal bodies from the same Moth 
er Earth, and in common with them 
they returu again—“Dast to dust." Bat 
of the воо! this can not be said.

Ia this instance Paul was evidently 
the stronger medium, and was jeslous 
of the girl wha under the influence of 
this spirit of divination, presched ex 
actly the same doctrine thst Paul was 
preaching. Paul. it is well Known, did 
not del eve in woman's preaching, апу 
way. See Ist Tim. ii:12; Ist Cor. xi: 
13-15. How many good mediums have 
been stopped in their work by just sach 
men as Paul 

Paul east the spirit of divination out 
of this girl. Just why the word “divin- 
ation” was pat there I confess I do not 
know. The Greek word is Pythones: 
And the transistors were honest enough 
to put the word pi:3os in the margin, 
as they should have done in the text. 
Now, if it was the spirit of python that 
was driven from th» medium, a little 
light can be found on the subj:ct in the 
mythologies. It was among them thst 
the word originated. Python was a 
great suske, supposed to have been 
killed by Apollo; it is hardly reasona 
ble to believe that the spirit of a snake 
came back and preached Christ througb 
this girl. We will be compelled to look 
deeper into the mythologies for а ғо 
lution of this question. It is said 
that after Apollo killed Python the 
name was given to an old woman. 
dressed in girl's clothes,who went sbout 
telling fortunes. At a later period 
the name was gi-en to any one who 


| could tell fortunes by a power derived 


from the sp rita of the dead. 

The spirit of python either refers to 
the spirit of this old lady, or it refers 
to any one who exercises this spirit 
power. At best this can be no more 
than one medium casting the spirit of a 
so-called dead women out of another. 
A jealousy existed among mediums іп 
that day as it does a nong some spirits 
and mediums to-day. As the‘ Lord thy 
God” would not give his glory to an- 
other, so Paul did not seem willing that 
one woman should ass ist him in preach- 
ing Christ. Be it remembered, Paul 
жаз ап old bachelor, and was not will 
ing that women should have much to 
do in pablic. 


I partly sgreed thst this letter should 
be the last, bat it would make it entire- 
too long for me to say all I have to 
say in this, besides I feel thst you need 
farther castigation. I will, there- 
fore, stop now and let you reflect on 
this, but your most ignorant blunders 
or wilful perversions are yet to be ex- 
amined. I must give you at least one 
more dose—perhap3 two.
